Recent Events in North Africa 
Discussed 

The Historical Club held their re- 
gular meeting in the Engineering 
Building last night. The attendance 
was not very good although as the | 
season grows late it is ditticult to : 
obtain a large attendance. After 
some business had been transacted, 
the meeting proceeded to the papers 
of the evening. The subject was 
"North Africa" and was divided into I 
three parts. 

The first paper entitled "Africa be- 
fore the 17th century" was delivered 
in an able and interesting manner by 
I Mr. Pindley. To facilitate matters, 
the reader divided his subject into 
five parts treating separate, y Mor- 
rocco, Algiers, Tunis, Tripoli anil 
Egypt. Mr. Pindley dealt with each 
one separately from the time when 
the European nations began to take 
an interest in them. 

Portugal was first interested in 
Morrocco. She was called in to sup- 
press civil strife, by the two broth- 
ers of the Pasha. About lfir>Û France 
was allowed special privileges an ac- 
count of the friendship between the 
Pasha and Louis XIV. 

At the beginning of the lGth cen- 
tury Turkey and Spain were striving 
for supremacy in the Mediterranean. 
Spain obtained the temporary pos- 
session of Algeria but was driven 
out by Turkey and finally abandoned 
her possessions there at the end of 
the 18th century. 

In Egypt there is little to record 
in the nineteenth century besies the 
invasion of Bonaparte in 1792. The 
powers of Russia and Turkey nnd 
England combined to drive France 
out. 

Mr. J. W. Jeakins was then called 
upon for his paper on the French in 
North Africa. The French arc al- 
ways poor colonists. &gypt was left 
chiefly to the control of Frnnce nnd

SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 



The Twelfth Parliament of Cauada was opend Wed- 
nesday with all its accustomed pomp and splendour.

to witness the event. The galleries in the house were 
crowded and lew vacancies were seen amongst the 
members. 

The Governor General in lus speech from the throne, 
commented upon the general prosperity of the country 
which is observable all over our broad dominion. 

As iu all speeches from the Throne there is nu defi- 
nite statement as to any fixed policy in the past of the 
government. The speech is really nothing more than the 
formal opening ceremony in connection with Parliament. 
Active business will in all probability not be proceeded 
with until Monday. 

It is the first time that Canadians have felt called 
upon to share iu the defence of the nation. As a people 
we have grown tremendously, wc are prosperous, we are 
wealthy, and nave laigt undeveloped resources and in- 
deed we have come to regard ourselves as a nation. 

The time has come when we can no louger sit idly 
by and enjoy with any degree of self-respect the advant- 
ages and privileges which we have done uothiug to 
obtain. A conference was held in Loudon last summer 
with reference to a Canadian share in Imperial defence. 
Refering to that conference His Royal Highness said 
"Important discussions took place and conditions have 
been disclosed which in the opinion of my advisers mul- 
ct it imperative that effective naval forces of the Empire 
should be strengthened without delay. My advisers are 
convinced that it is the duty of Cauada at this juncture 
to afford reasonable and necessary aid for that pur- 
pose." 

There is no doubt, we thiuk, that something will be 
done by Canada. The great interest, of course, centres 
in what form that something shall take. It is expected 
that Mr. Borden will propose a cash contribution to the 
funds of the British Navy. If Canada takes such a step 
and the other powers, who today are competing so 
.strenuously for the supremacy on the high seas, will 
realize that the British Empire is one and undivided and 
that to overcome Great Britain is to overcome not Eng- 
land alone but all her colonies as well. Wc believe that 
with the powers of the world in their present relation 
to one another the only peace possible is an armed peace 
and that the power of the greatest strength is not a 
menace but a protection to the rest of the world. 



THE C. 0. T. C. 



There still seems to be a considerable amount of un- 
derstanding and doubt as to the aims and requirements 
of the C.O.T.C. To many the C.O.T.C. and the Military 
course seem to be one and same thing. This, however, 
is entirely wrong as they are entirely separate. 

The C.O.T.C. was started this year and has al- 
ready got a large membership. Drills are held every 
Wednesday afternoon from 5 to <J. This is the only time 
that is required for the O.T.C. There are absolutely no 
other lectures to be attended. Alter most of the ele- 
nientaty drill has been mastered, part of the hour on 
Wednesday will be devot d to lectures, on such subjects 
as the duties of officers, elementary tactis, elementary 
map reading, regimental duties, etc. At present, how- 
ever, drills will take place. 

The requirements of a recruit, before, being efficient 
ure briefly to attend twenty-five regular drills and to 
take the course of musketry which will be provided. 

This year there will not be any shooting on the 
Point aux Trembles ranges this year as the season is 
too far advanced. Arrangements will be made however 
for indoor shooting. This same facilities as to marking 
and transportation will be granted as are now extended 
to the Rifle Club. Each member will be given 100 
rounds of 303 service amunition for the full sized range 
and also 50 rouuds of iniuatiire range ammunition. 

if a recruit wishes he can also try for one of the cer- 
tificates. Certificate "A" is obtained by being efficient in 
drill and shooting and by passing a written oral and 
practical examination on the drills and on the subject 
of a few lectures that will be given. The possession of 
"A" certificate entitles one to a commission iu the Mil- 
itia as a Lieutenant. "B" certificate is harder to obtain 
and entitles one to a Captaincy. 

The Military Course is altogether separate. It is 
what one might call the "honours course" in military 
subjects. Anyone who wishes may take it. It consists 
of six subjects and lectures arc given by nrmy men. Any 
one taking the Milita rj Course and passing the exams 
can obtain a commission in the Canadian Permanent 
Force or the Imperial Army. One point that should be 
remembered that the taking of these courses does not in 
any way bind one to serve. There is absolutely no "le- 
gal liability."
